THE HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE WHICH HANDLED THE SUPPLEMENTAL 
BILL WAS URGED BY HOUSE MAJORITY LEADER JOHN MCCORMACK (D-MASS) TO 
PROVIDE MONEY FOR A SHELTER IN HARVARD, AS WELL AS FOR DENTON. IT 
COMPLIED AND WROTE FOUR MILLION DOLLARS INTO THE BILL. 

THE FULL COMMITTEE DELETED THE ENTIRE AMOUNT, APPARENTLY FIGURING 
Teal ,SINCE THAT SUM GREATLY EXCEEDED THE BUDGET *BUREAU'S RECOMMENDATION 

700,000 THE PRESIDENT MIGHT DISAPPROVE OF THE PHOLE THING. 

SEANS’ BACKING THE DENTON PROJECT, AFTER WEIGHING THE SITUATION, 
DECTNEA THE BEST TACT WOULD BE TO MARE NO EFFORT TO GET THE DENTON 
ITEM RESTORED ON THE HOUSE FLOOR BUT TO DIRECT THEIR APPEAL TO THE 
SENATE. IT WAS PUT BACK IN WHEN THE SENATE APPROPRIATIONS

IN A CONFERENCE OF SENATE-HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE MEMBERS 
TO IRON OUT DIFFERENCES IN THE TWO BILLS, THE $2,400,000 FIGURE WAS 
AGREED UPON. BOTH SENATE AND HOUSE THEN FORMALLY APPROVED THE 

ONFEREES* REPORT ON THE BILL AND IT WENT TO THE WHITE MOUSE.
